‘The sudden check recetved by Roscorann has 
changed the march of the Potomac Army. Raipy 
eather will soon cet fn, And the slogle Hne of ratl- 
Joad, which wenkens our elfeettve foree by requirlog 
guards nad garrigons to keep it anfe, will be inade- 
quate to eupply tho wante of our troops. “Last 
Beek tho attention of the people was concentrated 
Spon this army, The gallant recoonoleasnces mado 
Sy Buford snd Kilpatrick were well understood. 
‘Ail thought our advance would be goon and certain j 
Dut He who baa tho disposal of all things in hie 
power ordained otherwise, ‘The entire programme 
haa ondoubtedly been ehanged, if not completely 
asians Isourgonl. If wo reach that place, Rich- 
qnand will be on the outrlle of the Confederacy, 
Truc, a campaign in Northern Virginia willl be aa 
impossible thing after next month. ‘But not 20 In 
North Carolina, where the months of November 
‘and December might be moet profitably consumed, 
Tho freights of come four’or five different rallroada 
pase through the town of Welton into Richmond. 
Rover thia artery, keep. the vein open, and Rleh- 
joni, with a eingle line of railroad, will be a hone 
gry metropolit. I think the espital of the Southern 
Gonfederaoy will never be entered by this route, 
Our forward move to the Rapldan was to deter the 
enemy from depleting Leo's arniy apd retoforcing 
Bragg. We were too Inte. Whether wo shall retire 
will bé soon hnown, Every ono haa au opinion; no 
Sno faila to expresa it. Experience has taught me 
to be chary sbout the expreesing, but not the cho 
Hahing, of such thoughte, We are all wisc—cach 
‘ono lavish of advice, There never has been a 
Macere counscllor, however Knowing or bigh 
fa rapk, who could not eay, with Portla, “1 
can easier teach twenty what ts good to bo 
done, than be one of twenty to follow mino 
‘own teaching,” I bear, officers oritlelsing certain 
movomenta, and telling how they would shave 
done. As soon as they are tried, I will not eay they 


fare found wanting, but I class them among cases of- 


preaching V8. practice, Why shoold we exclaim 
against these things now! Thue basit always been, 
The Arabs reduced the difttculty to s maxim : “Tale 
Ischesp.” Mea rcem to say what they plense 
about the Administration, and pocket the good 
people's maney. They censure the Preeldent and 
scold our gecierale, because, forsooth, they 
haye not followed the eampaign they marked 
out.

Yesterday I visited our outposts near Somerville 
“Eord. The night before the officers of the guard, 
mistaking ao order, commanded thelr men to fire 
upon every man they saw upon the other sido of the 
river. Thio cauted .conelderable disestisfsction 
mong our men, who were too honorable to feel 
lice ahooting their foes deliberately. Fortunately, 
the thistake waa discorered after an interchange of 
a few ehots, Mr, Somerville’s houec is in close 
proximity to the ford. He took: his family over the 
Rapldsn io 6 great hurry, Cows, carts, chickens, 
‘horees, harness, nod house were left without m fare- 
well thought or regretful sigh, personal wafety en- 
grorsiog all|his mind. The rebels alow ourvedetter 
to appronch a barn very Meat the bouse, but whea 
been approaching the house they are ordered back. 
‘Thus they guard tbe premises. Iunderatand that Mr, 
Somerviile had s splendid brary. It ohould be dis 
‘tributed amongoureoldlers, an they might get weaned 
from Bendle’s Dimo Novels and other light literature, 
The rebel fortiticstions here appear more aubetan- 
tial than at Morton’s ford, Some fifteen pieces of 
cannon appear frownlngly from the red-elay em- 
bankment—many of them brass howitzers. ‘They 
show no desire to use them. While here, in full 
view of the rebel outposts, of the men On the em- 
bankments thrown up, under the very muzzlea of 
thelr brightly burolahed braes pieces, I was-aur- 


prised to ece a man In gray homespun, divest him- | 


zelf of rifle, cartouch box, andcoat. He waved 3 
paper to usin a pecullar manner thrice, whea one 
‘af our pickets exclatmed, “Golly, that’s the 
‘Virginia, He wants to trade papers.” I gave bim 
copy of the Washington Chronicle, and away he 
sped to the river’a edge. They had Just exchanged 
ealutatlons when srebel officer ran breathlceely down, 
the etcep hill, and ordered our men peremptorily 
‘tw begone or he would ehoot them. His own two 
were placed under arrest. A few days before thls 
‘a rebel general came down and conversed with our 
men. Some tay it wns Gea. Early. First he eo- 
quired what news we bad from Rosecrans. Our 
men sald, ‘' Bad news ;” the responec was, “Aagood 
anwe have from Bragg, I'll bet.” He offered gold 
for boots and a pair of gaunticts, If our men show 
them a paper, they ctrip themselves in a trice, 
plunge into tho cold water, effect an exchange, and 
take back our psper in their bats, Deacrters etlect 
tholr escape every day. Although between elght 
snd tea are shot daily, almost a score have de- 
zerted from s Loultians battery immediately in 
front. A man who came inIast night sid elx more 
wore ready to follow Lim; that the whole battery 
would derert if they could. This man ts reported 
to be one of the best artilleriats in their 
service. Itis amusing to listen to the couvereation 
between plekets. Among the Western troops cant 
phravea are very much fn vogue, No one questions 
thelr right to the unharmoplous word " #uedaddle.? 
The «men io our Eastern army have lenroed many 
vpet phrases since they firat went out oa picket. 
‘When a new relief comes on our outpoats, thoy hear 
the inquiry: ‘Hello! Yanks, what's the ‘Ohin? 
over io your camp to-day, about that firing?” The 
response Is prompt: “Ob! nothing, only Buford le 
whipplog your cavalry.” Reb then says: “The 
“Obin' over here is that Stuart ts pucishing Bu- 
ford." When their pickets cross the river to oup 
with rome of our men, thoy express their re 
gret ot being obliged to fire upon our moo, 
Dut excuse themeclves by sayivg they are 20 
ordered by their superior officers. Wheo deeply 
engaged in conversation, st frequently happens an 
officer steals down among thim and orders them to 
fire. If possible they wara our meu, by ecreaming 
“dyke, Yankee, dyke!” These soldiers have 8 word 
inventive power equal to Carlyle. We can easily 
imagine the orletn of the words “chin and chinney, 
bat ‘dyke! {s too much for my etymologteal know: 
ledge. In mavy instances the rebels are too abrewd 
forour men. Day défore yesterday a soldier, on 
our elde the stream, waved a New York Ledger; 
instantly, o rebel rushed to tho back, plunged In 
‘an awam to our side. He looked at the paper, said 
there was o0 newa {n it; but, when be produced his 
paper, Raleigh Christan Chronicle, I thik all pro- 
nounced the trade falr; because one contained as 
much nowa ss the other. Both parties, frequently, 
derive valuable Jaformation from each other's 
Papers. Asan instance of the kind, I will mention 
® Southern account of the destruction of a press in 
Reléleh, North Carolina, The regiuent most nc- 
tively engaged in the rlot wan meatioded particular: 
ly. Every onc in this army Iinev thnt regiment had 
always been on our front, and could tell to what 
Brigade, divinton, sud corps {t belonged. IC it had 
Fone, no doubt the whole brigade went ; ani the ob: 
Jest of thelr golng one might csaily.imagino. If thoy 
Were relnforcing Bragg, \t was erscatial to keep

could cnsily entinfy ourselves they were sending ro. 


{oforcementa to komo one, and over these two rons 
for they guarded them an if fearing General Foster 
might make anexpedition to out their Lines, and atop 
the troops in transilts, 

Lieut. J. Mt, Davis, an officer on Gen. Birney's 
staif, was thrown from his horse two days ago, and 
it ie feared be is fatally injured, Lieut. Davie bad 
becn s member of Gon. Birnessatai? but two months 
when he met with this distressing accident, which 
acoma to have fractured his slrull. Every offleor 
with whom he had become acquainted had become 
much attached to bin, and regrets hia loss, Gen, 
Birney bad bim aent home Immediately 10 chargo of 
ncareful oflleer. 

‘The 3 Corps are expecting Gen, Sickles every 
day. His comfortable carriage 18 now renily, 
Four blooded horaes Lave beon purchaned at Utica, 
NN. ¥,, and will be driven by postilions, The ar 
rangements of the yebicle, ao far as comfort and 
convenience are concerned, could not be more com: 
plete. The General can cleep, eat, write, and ride, 
at all hours of the day and night. 

Gen, Meado ordered review of the 6th Corps ye 
terday. The generale from Mexico were there, and 
expressed themeclyes delighted with our military, 
Tho 6th Corps was formerly commanded by Gea, 
Meado, and they looked and behaved well when re- 
viewed, 

The MoClellan teatimonial haa been dropped for 
the present. A more fitting and convenient season 
Js awaited. No one would father thin movement, 
whilo many regimenta passed resolutions centuring 
it as ill-timed, and tacitly intending a rebuke to the 
President, and s disparagement to our present com- 
mander. 

An accident oceurred on the down train last night, 
On near waa piled o large number of bay bales, and 
on these wero ceated n pumber of soldiers, (ne, in 
Vghting his pipe, carelessly threw the burning 
match among the dry hay, which of course Ignited.

—Colonel Sanders, chief of the propagating gar 
den at Washington, goes to Gettysburg, Pa, imme 
diately to Iny out the grounds for the National 
Cemetery, which will be consecrated on the 221 of 
Ootober, 

— Mrs. General Rosecrans is described na  Isdy 
of excellent presence ani digalty, m lady above 
medium height, of about thirty clght yonrs of age, 
spare in form, and of ight complexion, who dreases 
with modeaty and taste. 

— Brigadier General William H. Lytle, killed at 
the late battlo neat Chattanocgs, was n native of 
Objo, and served with distinction in the Mexican 
war. Ho wae with Rosecrans in Western Visginin 
and with Buell in Kentucky and Tennessee, and was 
made a brigadier general in January Inct for gallant 
nervices, 

— Mrs, Winnamaker, a giantess, died in Bergen 
county, New York, n few daye since, She welghed 
seven hundred pounds, and had an appetite eom- 
mengurate to hor size. Sho would eat a fore quarter 
of Jamb and half a peck of potatoes at ameal, At 
her Inet dinner, two dozen cara of corn made up a 
slight portion of her repast. Siace her death, pro- 
vislons in the neighborhood haye fallen copslde- 
rably. 

— Major General Frederick Steelo, whore march 
upon Little Rock, Arkansag, {a distingulshed for Ite 
skill and succets, was born in Deihi, New York, i 
1821, and entered the Went Polnt Academy tn 1539, 
He gradusted in 1543, in the same clare with Wm. B, 
Franklin and Ulysses S. Grant, Ae major of regu- 
lare, ho fought with distinguiehed ability under 
Lyon, He has also fought in most of the battles 
under General Grant, 

—There died lately, at the hospital of the Hetel 
Dieu, in Paris, a very old woman, bent almost 
double, who Was well known in the Faubourg St. 
Germaln as La vicille au bourrict, wo called because for 
yeara and years she had been secn every dry slowly 
walkivg to the Montparnasse cemetery with flowert 
in her haod. This woman, whose name was 
Frangolse Francois, wan in her youth engaged to 
be morried.to Bories, one of the famous four acr- 
geante of Rochelle, and she hnd the courage to fol. 
low him to tho eeatfold, from which itis ald be 
‘threw her a bouquet. She lived at No. #1 Rue du 
Oherche Midi, reeeived no visitors, and attracted 
little nttentlon; only every day sho made pilgrim: 
ge to the cometery, whero the tomb of the four gar- 
geante Is to be ecen, 3 

Croco Donatello, the famous Italian brigand 
chief, was recently worsted in 8 fight with Govern 

ent troops, near Naples, sud compelled to fy, 
jeaving behind him Mie tanamerala, who fought welly;| 
nnd his pocket-book. Among other articles, tt con- 
tained a rough ongraving of the Madonna, another 
of St. Dominica, and a ecrap of a printed cevotlon 
to Santa Marin delln Conceztone, carried about ava 
charm, for Crocco is no exception to the rule that 
the trusty followers of the Bourbons, though great 
neenaelua, arc excecdingly plous nad devout. 

—The venerable John Lindsoy,-th declining the

Oalling together hia oral 
nelghbora, hie put bimselfat thelr head to delend the 
tireetdes of Kentucky Unionieta from the invadors. 
This little band of patriotio moa wan soon merged 
with the Union army, and our venerable soldier, 
uniting bis fortunes with the brave men of the 
Northwveat, has eloce served as n private in the De- 
partment of Teoncsace. He was at the slege of 

Vicksburg, where he recelved a severe wound in 
the face.

In 
default of this, 68a sufficleat number of euch ‘men 
crnpot bo found in the country, the number has to 
Be mado up from the best avatinblo material, In 
order to ascertnia whether or not the aspirant. pos- 
seateo the proper kgowledgo and capacity for come 
mand it lo necessary that he should be examiocd ky 
board of competcut officers This fact, that the 
life and death of themen of the regiment js a0 inti- 
mately connected with the competence of its offi:

THANKSGIVING. 
WASHINGTON, October 3. 
By the Preesilent of the United States of America, 
A PROOLAMATION. 

The year that is drawing towards its clore has 
been filled with the blessings of fruitful felde and 

saithful eklea, To theee bounties, which are 20 
eOnatantly enjoyed that Wwe aro proue to forget the 
source from which they come, others have been 
added, which ate of euch an extraordinary nature 
that thoy cannot fa!l to penctrste and eoften the 
heart which (s habitually insensible to tho ever 
watch{ul providence of Alinighty God, 

In the midst of a civil war of unequalled magnitude 
‘and eoverity, which bas sometimes seemed to pro- 
‘yoke Ihe sgareceion of foreiga States, peace has been 
preserved with nil nations, order has been matn 
tained, the laws have been respected and obssed, 
and harmony has prevailed everpwhere except ia 
the theatre of our military conilict, while that 
theatre has been grently contracted by the advancing 
armico and navies of the Union, 

Needful diversions of wealth aad of streagth from 
the fields of peaceful labor to the natlonal defence 
bave not arrested the plough, [the shuttle, or the 
ship. ‘The axe has ealarged the borders of our ret- 
‘tlementa, and the mines are full of tron and coal, ad 
of the precious metale, and have ylelded evea more 
abundantly thaa heretofore. 

Population has steadily increased, notwithstand- 
ing the waste that bas been made in the camp, the 
siege, snd the battlefield ; and the country, rejolcing 
in the consclouncess of augmented strength and 
vigor, is permitted to expect a continuance of years, 
with » large incresre of freedom, 

No human covnell hath devieed, nor hath any 
mortal hand worked out, these great things. They 
are the gracious gifts of the Most High God, who, 
while dealing with us in anger for our etna, has, 
nevertheless, remembered merey, It has eecmed to 
me fit and proper that they should be solemnly, 
Teverently, and gratefully acknowledged by the 
whole American people, : 

Ido, therefore, favite my fellow-cltizens in every 
part of the United Stater, Aud also thore who are st 
sea and thoze who are rojourning in foreign coun- 
trieo, to aet apart and observe the last Thursday of 
November next az a day of thanksgiving and prayer 
and pralee to our beneticent Father, who divelleth 
in the heavens; and I recommend that, while offer- 
iog up the srcriptions justly due to Him for such 
singular deliverances and blessings, they do sleo, 
with bumble pesltence for our perversences and dls 
obedience, commend to his tender care all those 
who have become widows, orphans, mourners, or 

aufferers in tho fimentable clvil strife in which Wwe 
are unavoidably engaged, aud fervently implore the 
Interporition of the Almighty hand to hes! the 
wounds of the vation, and to restore it, as coon a3 
may be consistent with the Divine purposes, to the 
full enjoyment of peace, harmony, tranquility, and 
union. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto ect 
my hand and caused the eeal of the United States 
- to be affixed.

THE LATE FRANCIS J. GRUND. 
We have to announce this week the sud- 
den death of Mr, Francis J. @runp.! The 
story of his deeth is told elsewhere, and we 
haye only to add a few words in relation to 
his life and character. Mr. GRonp was 
born in Vienna, and at the time of his death 
was near sixty years of age. He was, in 
cmany respects, a most remarkable man, 
He-came to this country about thirty years 
ago, and has taken a leading part in Ameri- 
vean politics. In the early part of his ca- 
reer he was a professor of Iunguages, and 
vwas accounted one of the finest mathemati- 
cians in the country? He contributed seye- 
ral works to our literature—the first being 
two volumes on the moral, social, and po- 
litical relations of the American people, 
published in 1887, and at the time creating 
great attention, Mr. Cnantes Sumner, 
writing in the Vorth American Review, said : 
“In approaching the consideration of its 
merits, we are struck with the singular cor- 
rectness, force, and often eloquence, with 
which it is written. No other work within 
our knowledge presents a view so complete 
of our resources jn every department of 
life.” The tribute of Mr. Sumner to Mr. 
Gronp’s authorship might be accepted as a 
fair criticism of his ‘life. He was cssential- 
ly a scholar, and the range of his informa- 
tion was varied and exhaustive, Hisknow- 
ledge of the Frencb, English, and German 
languages was thorough ; and in addition 
to these, be waa familiar with Spanish, Ita- 
Jian, and the classical languages. His fond- 
ness for political life did not give him the 
leisure necessary to cultivate science and 
literature, and, ‘with the exception offa stnall 
work on the present condition of politics in 
Europe, printed recently, he has been con- 
stantly engaged as a journalist, and an uc- 
tive politician. In 1840 he published a 
newspaper in this city, called Zhe Forum, 
sand, under the Administration of Mr. Pork, 
was Consul at Antwerp. He subsequently 
resided in Washington, acting asa corres- 
pondent of many of the leading journals of 
the country, and possessed the friendship 
and confidence of most of our public 
men, When Mz, Bucwanan was chosen 
President, Mr. Gruxp became our Consul at 
Hayre, ond on his return he resided in 
Chicago. He subsequently came to Phila- 
delphia, and was for some time connected 
with the editorial staff of Toe Press, He 
was not disposed, however, to endorse the 
policy we felt called upon to advocate, He 
believed that the temper of the Democratic 
party was for war, and thot the organization 
might be committed to that policy under 
Joyal leaders, As our own opinion was that 
th organization was demoralized, corrupt, 
and an agency of treason, Mr.Gnunp entered 
into a newspaper enterprise of his own—tho 
result being Zhe Age newspaper of this etty, 
‘Under his management The Age cxhibited 
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& great amount of taste and ability, and in 
its general tone was loyal to the Goyern- 
ment, and in favor of the prosecution of the 
war. Mr, Grunp made sn earnest effort 
to reconcile his duty to the country with his 
duty to the organization, but he found it 
impossible—to use his own idea, the asso- 
ciations became ‘* intolerable,"' and despair- 
ing of tho plan he so deeply cherished, he 
abandoned The Aye, and, repudiating ‘the 
nomination of My, Justice Woopwanrp, be- 
@ame an open and determined supporter 
of Governor Cunri. He became as many 
Demoorats had become bvefore—convinced 
that war was caused by treason, and treason 
by slavery, and that the evil would die away 
When the canse was removed. Tn this faith 
Mr. Guuxp died, his Jast public appearance 
being at the rooms of the Union League, 
the evening before his death, where he de- 
livered one of the ablest and most eloquent 
arguments of his life in defence of the Ad- 
ministration. Its delivery caused a profound 
sensation, and we find it now being dis- 
cussed by the leading journals of the coun- 
try. In this cause Mr. Gnosp was most en- 
thusiastic, aud in conversing with the writer 
of these lines the day before his death, he 
sajd that nothing in his life gave him more 
pride and pleasure than the opportunity he 
enjoyed of supporting the Administration. 
Had Mr. Grunp lived he would have been 
of great service tothe country. Theend of 
his life was glorious, but it is not with such 
a feeling that we write his obituary, We 
feel that America has lost one of her most 
erudite scholars, and one of her most ac- 
complished citizeas, It is a loss that the 
press will keenly feel, aud one that we 
shall not soon cease to mourn. 


THE END OF THE REBELLION. 

‘The time seems rapidly approaching when 
the Southern Confederacy will no longer be 
even a name, when the pretence of South- 
ern nationality will be relinquished, when, 
the States assembled under the banner of 
rebellion will voluntarily dissolve their 
Jesgue, and independently return to their 
allegiance, For six mouths, the world has 
watched with interest the incressing weak- 
ness of the rebellion—weakness betrayed by 
many signs, and not merely the relative 
feebleness-of an inferior combatant, but 
the absolute weakness of a hollow and 
baukrupt cause, Financially the rebel- 
lion is ruined. Its armies are crumbling 
away, its enthusiasm is decaying, and 
that prestige of victory which it at first 
gained, as fallen before tlie triumphant ad- 
vance of our armies. ,The pallid star of re- 
bellion, which at first, red, burning, shot 
up the skies, and threw its lurid glare over 
bolf the world, now hangs coldly over its 
grave in the West. Like a great comet, 
which night after night grows larger und 
more appalling, seeming a thing cternal us 
the sun, it shall decresse, and wane, and 
wither, and decline, finding d tomb in the 
darkness out of which it mysteriously 
arose, 
‘The rebellion can neither fight its way, 
nor pay it, nor extort from the fears or hopes 
of the world suflicient aid to encourage its 
own leaders. It bas in three ways hoped 
to maintain itself: Firstly, by its own mili- 
tary power; secondly, by inducing Great 
Britain or France to recognize the Southern 
Confederacy ; thirdly, by the help of the 
Democratic party inthe North, All these 
hopes have failed, and not one more deci- 
sively than the first. The armies of the 
South have been notoriously defeated, and 
the defeat is not the Jess complete because 
of the brilliant incidental victories they have 
gained, These solitary and isolated adyan- 
tages, however honorable to the courage of 
the Southern troops and the skill of their 
generals, bave had no permanent results. 
The Government has won the campaigns, 
has recovered State after State, nnd has 
steadily pressed onward in spite of all resist- 
ance and all repulse. Repulsed in Georgia, 
it is now preparing another and irresistible 
adyance. Itis certain that the armies of 
the Sguth will never achieve its independ. 
ences 

Itis not only because the United States 
has right upon its side, or that the states- 
mansbip of the Administration has had ‘its 
effect in counteracting the scheming ot the 
rebel agents in Europe, that England has 
refused to recognize the South, but also be- 
cause the English Government has wisely 
reflected that the United States has the 
power to Suppress the rebellion though 
European recognition should be granted. 
Upon the victories which the diplomatic 
circular of the Secretary of State so ably 
rehearses, England tacitly,bases her refusal 
to interfere. In ordering Mr, Mason to 
withdraw from England, the rebel leaders 
have confessed their diplomatic defeat, and 
the comments of the Haglish press clearly 
show that the rebellion has nothing further 
toexpect, The Times is conclusive on this 
point: ‘Recognition is not to be thought 
of.’ Tt is unnecessary to recount the rea- 
sons given for this statement. The import- 
ant fact of the Europenn news is that-Mr, 
Mason has indignantly left England because 
the English Government refused to admit 
his claims to diplomatic intercourse. Thus 
the hope of succeeding by the interference 
of England in the war has failed the re- 
bellion, as the hope reposed in its military 
power has failed. Doubly disappointed in 
these hopes, can it trust itself to the last ? 


FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE'S LAST 
WORK. 

Ceascless in good works, this illustrious 
woman has just issued u small yolume, en- 
titled ‘Observations on the Sanitary State 
of the Army.” Itis not a regular literary 
performance, but consists of her notes and 
comments, made st the request of the Bri- 
tish Government, on the Report of the 
Commissioners deputed to inquire into the 
Sunitary State of the Army in India. The 
Jate Lord Henvent took great interest in 
thut inquiry, and, after him, Lord Sranuey 
presided oyer it, but FLonence Niontin- 
GALE was, von-ofiicially, the life and soul 
of that Commission, Her experience in the 
Crimea and her knowledge of the East par- 
ticularly adapted her to form a correct eati- 
mate of the evidence received by the Com- 
mission, and their Report upon it. The 
comments Which she made were forwarded 
to Lord Sranrey, as the result of her con- 
sideration of the documents submitted to 
her, and were printed in the Blue Book, (a 
huge Parliamentary publication in folio, ) re- 
cently printed, which contains the evidence 


and the Commissioners’ Report. These 
observations were written in the sick room 


where enfeebled health has so long confined 
her, and, detached from the mass of printed 
matter in the public documents, ate now 
Tepublished separately, in a thin octavo 
volume, 

The condition of the British soldier in 
India, according to the evidence and Miss 
Nrouringaie’s cenclusions, is very bad. 
‘If there be,” she says, ‘a singlelstation 
in India with n good system of drainnge, 
water-supply, and cleansing for itself snd 
its bazaars, with properly constructed bar- 
racks and hospitals, provided with what is 
necessary for occupation nnd health—u 
station where the men are not encouraged 
to drink, and where they are provided with 
ration) menus for employing their time—to 
such a station these remarks do not apply. 
But [ have not found it.”” The remedy is not 
difficult, though it appeaas nearly ihipossi- 
ble to get the red-tape administrators to 
apply it; that there should be better 
water-supply, better drainage, better buthing 
accommodation at Indian stations; that the 
diet of the men should be, regulated for 
them by experience of what is fit for the 
climate; that the sale of spirits to the men 
in Government canteens should be abso- 
Jutely discontinued ; that the wives of mar- 
ried soldiers should be better accommo. 
dated; thut there should be fuller means of 
physical recreation and mental improvement 
attached to every barrack; and that more 
use should he made of the hillstations— 
these are practical recommendations almost. 
unanimously made, 

We may fairly congratulate ourselves on 
the superiority of our military sanitary sy: 
tem to that of England. We believe that 
it is almost as good as that of the French 
amy, and considering that the system, as 
well as the force, had to be improvised, itis 
wonderful that we should have done so well. 
Much is due to the liberality of the Govern- 
ment, and » good deal to the Sanitary Cow- 
mission, We shall have (heir Report, one 
day, and only hope that it will be as brief 
and as practical as Miss NiGHTINGALE'S. 


THE WAR IN THE WEST. 

The announcement that General Ross- 
crans lias been Jargely reinforced will be 
read with pleasure, now that we haye it in 
an official form, although it can be hardly 
called news, for General Lee gave the infor- 
mation to the rebel War Department a few 
days since, and it has become a subject of 
general newspaper comment, Asto the Bat- 
tle of Chickamauga, we have a multitade of 
details, but not enongh to enable us td form 
An opinion as to the real merits of the con- 
test. In a general way, we may say that 
Braaa’s scheme was a failure. If he merely 
intended to fight a battle, and lose a number 
of men for the purpose of taking the lives of 
a number of the men opposed to him, then 
his wish was gratified. But Rosecrans is 
now entrenched ; he holds Chattanooga ; he 
has recovered his wounded ; his army is en- 
deayoring to gain strength from repose; bis 
positign isa strong one. BurxsivE is, we 
may suppose, within striking distance, and 
is either prepared to make a diversion by 
the way of the southeastern hills, called 
the ‘buck-door of Virginia; and the re- 
inforcements under HooKen, as we gearn 
to-day, are now in camp near Chatrénooga. 
The best that can be said by General Brace 
is that he has not been defeated. His army 
succeeded in making an impression upon 
the corps of CRiTPENDEN and McCook, but 
was prevented, by the superior generalship 
of Rosgcnans and Tiomas, from convey- 
ing that impression to the other parts of the 
Federal army. There ends his campaign. 
Allthat he has done must be done over again, 
and all he hoped to do still remains to be 
accomplished. 

The battle of Chickamauga was but the 
beginning of a series of contests to be fought 
among these very mountaivs of Northern 
Georgia. The fact that the rebels have cent 
Lonastreet ty the West shows that they 
look upon that field as one of more’ import 
ance than Virginia, and worthy of sacrifices 
eyen grenter than Murfreesboro and Chicks 
maugs. The Federal Government accepts 
the challenge, and strengthens Rosecrans 
beyond any possibility of being overpow- 
ered. It is possible that the Governors of 
Georgia and Virginia may have still in- 
creasd the rebel army by musters of militia 
or conscriptions ; but, for effective wer, one 
corps of the,men now under command of 


General Hos will be of more yalue 
than all the congeripts that can be gleaned 
in the Cotton States. There is avother 
advantage that we should not overlook. 

The country occupied by the army of 
General Rosecrans is a loyal country. 

The people of these mountain regions are 
devoted tothe Union. They haye shawn 
this devotion in every possible way ; and the | 
newspapers of Georgia nnd Tennessee have 
had no more constant themes than the ma- 

chinations of the “' traitors,”” und the con- 
spiracies of disaffected Southerners to evade 
the rebeldraft. Notwithstanding he South- 
ern occupation of East Tennessee, and the 
merciless rigor of military rule, we know 
that that district has contributed twenty 
thousand volunteers tothe Union army, and 
has now a wserve force of from five to ten 
thousand being drilled. The sentiment 
of East Tennessee penetrates Northern 
Georgia, and General Rosecrans will find 
that he is fighting among friends. The 
Tumors of active operations at Chatta- 
nooga, and of danger to Gen. BurystpE, 
that come to us from Cincinnati, ure proba- 
bly little more than the speculations of sone 
of our ingenious newspaper friends in the 
West. We anticipate great events from this 
campaign. We know that both parties have 
made every effort to gain a triumph, The 
issue is 8 vast one, and victory to our arms 
will be the great victory of the war. Those 
who write of war as a science baye told us 
that among these mountains the decisive 
struggle between freedom and slayery will 
take place, and it seems yery much as if 
their predictions will be verified. 


Axprew G. Contin is a good, noble, 
honest, bold, and true man, He has been a. 
good Governor and a great statesman, Let 
nis remember, however, that it is not merely 
the man and the statesman we yote for, but 
the principle. That is everything; and 
when Cunrin triumphs, it is the triumph of 
the cause.

A STATE MILITARY SOHOOL, 

Compliment to American soldiers is un- 
necessary after the many victories they bave 
won, the frequent defeats they have undis- 
couraged sustained; yet the testimony to 
their couragé, borne by such a man as Gen. 
Casey, is not the less gratifying. Major 
General Casey is entitled by experience to 
speak upon the subject; he has himself 
organized three hundred thousand troops 
for active service, and when he declares 
that “the material for soldiers which the 
loyal States bave furnished is the best that 
the world has ever seen," we think of the 
history of the war, and wonder who can 
doubt the statement. This, however, is but 
incidental in his letter, which we publish in 
another column. The suggestions there 
made pre important, and should be con- 
sidered by the people and the State Goyern- 
ment. 

General Caszy is now at the head of a 
Board, constituted by the Government, to 
examine into the merits of eandidates who: 
muy be seeking commissions in the black 
regiments, In the exercise of this function 
he and his condjutors are doing a goog 
work forthe country. ‘They are keeping 
out incompetents and false pretenders, avd 
giving to the service men who understand 
their duty. The ‘General and his friends 
bave expressed much pleasure, not only at 
the efforts of the loyal people of Pounsyl. 
yania to recruit bluck soldicrs, but at the 
corresponding exertions to supply these 
troops with the right kind of officers. To 
assist in this latter branch of effort, the 
General bas written to the President of our 
Philadelphia ‘Supervisory Committee”? 
the letter referred to, and in it, as will be 
seen, speaks favorably of the establishment, 
by that committee, of an clementary school 
at which the rudiments of the military pro- 
fession shall be taught, and which shall be 
accessible to all meritorious young men 
who may be aspiring to commissions in the 
black regiments, 

‘The Gencral is quite clear also, for reasons 
which he gives, that a Board of Examiners 
is quite as imperative a necessity for our 
white as for our black troops, and, in this 
connection, he intimates a hope, which we 
sure will be responded to by every loyal 
citizen, that Pennsylvania will establish a 
permanent military school of her own, 
where her children can be duly trained for 
the service of their country, This is an im. 
portant matter, and one that should claim 
the attention of our influential men. Other 
States ure taking steps toward the establish. 
ment of a State military school. Why 
should not Pennsylvania do the same? Let 
us profit by the lessons of experience. 


RELATIONS WITH JAPAN. 

The quietest and most inoflensive persou 
in the world may getinto "a row” without 
having given provocation to any one ; thus, 
though our policy ever since we became a 
nation has been to keep out of war with 
foreign Powers, we bave been plunged into 
it, more than once, without having com- 
mitted any of the aggressive acts that usual- 
ly lead to it; thus, in 1798, the conduct of 
France in seizing British vessels, and manu- 


| factures in neutral vessels, very nearly drew 


us into actual hostilities ; thus, in 1807, the 
misconduct of England, on the rights of 
neutrals, made President JEFFERSON close 
American ports against British ships of war, 
created a necessity for the non-intercourse 
Act, and for a time suspended our trade 
with Great Britain and France; thus, in 
1S12, a little before the Orders in Council 
were revoked, we wet literally goaded, by 
wrong and insult, into that war with Eng. 
lund, of which the yictory at New Orleans 
was the glorious close; thus, in 18 
when France played a shutling part about 
paying certain indemnity monies, we were 
within a yery short distance from hostilities, 
for ANDREW JACKSON, who felt compelled 
to threaten them, was not the man- to pro- 
mise what he did not mean to perform ; thus, 
we were led into the Mexican war, in 1844 
47, by no aggressive feeling of our own. In 
short, as our whole history shows, we bare 
consistently and constwutly acted on one 
principle—of letting foreign uations alone. 
War, or rumors of war, came from (em, not 
from’us, 

Here, again, as the published Wespatches 
show, we are involyed jv actual hostilitie 
with the Japanese, It has been known for 
some time that, urged by their dislike to, and 
jealousy of, foreigners, the Jiipunese have 
behaved ill to the French and English, on 
sea and land there, which has led to a dif- 
culty between them which wiil speedily 


eventuate ix warg, The Japanese relue- 
tantly paid sums'of money, as com. 
pensation to the families of cer 


tain Subjects of France and England, 
who were barbarously murdered in Japan. 
But they have declined to surrender the 
perpetrators of these foal deeds, orto punish 
them, The consequence is, that when the 
naval and military forces of England and 
France are Jargely augmented, there will-be 
a War with the Japanese, 

We have endeavored, by the strictest nen. 
trality amid these troubles, to keep out of 
them; but in yain, A Japanese brig, with- 
out the shadow of s proyocation, has fired: 
atan American steamer in the port of Ka- 
nagawa, and, as was his duty, the officer 
commanding the U. 8. gunboat Wyoming 
went in pursuit of the saucy assailant, and 
got engaged in a contest with several Japn- 
nese els and with the shore-forts, The 
offending brig tbat fired at the American 
steamer was supk, and a Jnpanese Steamer 
was greatly injured by the fire of tic Wy- 
oming. Five Americans were killed sud 
four wounded in this encounter, French and 
Dutch yessels had also been fired into by Ja- 
panese vessels belonging to and Dearing the 
flag of Prince Coster, n gentleman whoap- 
pears very earnest in the determination not 
to allow a single foreigner to remain in Ja- 
pan. He probably knows how the English 
lave settled down as masters of India and 
as protectors of China, and how the French 
haye colonized the best part of Cochin 
China, and may naturally think that the 
-best Way to preserve their own freedom is 
to dispense with the presonce of all fo- 
reigners, 

Meanwhile, a8 we have said, reinforce: 
ments were expected from England and 
France, And the commanders of the British 
and French fleets, in Japnn waters, were 
co-operating, cheerfully and efliciently, with 
the Americans. War with Japan appenrs 
inevitable, and we do not see, at present, 
how te can avoid being mixed up withit. 


Let no one think that this will necessarily 


be a brief contest With and a quick conquest 
of the Japanese, They are a military na- 
tion, yory unlike the efeminute and white- 
livered Chine: They have steamboats, 
constructed by their own mechanics, and are 
masters of gunnery and the manufacture of 
all deScriptions of flre-arms. Their mi: 
to the United States, i 1860, end to Europe, 
in 1362, was really oue intended for the pur- 
suit of knowledge. They make watches 
and mathematical instruments. ‘They manu- 
facture silk and cotton better than the Chi- 
nese, ‘They brew, distil, and make wine. 
They are essentially a military people, aud 
have o large population, variously estimated 
at from thirty to Gy millions. Whoever 
goes to war with them must avoid the fatal 
error of underrating their mental or physi 
cal ability. We have no doubt the U 
States Government will do what is fitting in 
the premises. There is scarcely any Ame- 
rican citizen, we know, willing to submit to 
our flag being insulted by any power upon 
the earth. Tt will be singular, however, if, 
in w war with Japan, out stars and stripes 
float, in the van, together with the Union 
Jack of England and the tri-color of France.

rejoice that human justice is vindicated, we 
are pained to sce it effected by the exposure 
of the weakness and villniny of human na- 


ture, But when a citizen of good repute 
and high position, and ostentatiously pro- 
claimed ability, is made the object of public 
investigation and the centre of public con- 
tempt, on account of repeated self-contradic- 
tions, good men are penetrated by a more 
profound and Insting regret. It is impos- 
sible to conceive a more  humilia- 
ting state than that of Mr. Justice 
Woopwanrp, the Copperhead candidate 
for Governor of Pennsylvania. Put 
forward by his party as the most upright 
and honest of their school—as, in fact, the 
porcelain of our mortal clay—where does 
he stand now? We atlirm that he has re- 
ceived more damage by his short Guberna- 
torial candidacy than twenty years of honest 
penitence will enable him to repair. He is 
a morass of tribulation and of self-reproach. 
We ure perfectly willing to concede to Jus- 
tice Woopwanp the character of candor and 
sincerity in the views he is known to have 
entertained, but Lis attempt to get rid of 
them covers him with odium. 

‘These views baye generally been odious, 
aristocratic, and narrow ; and knowing this, 
he scarcely deigued, in along peried of years, 
to withdraw or correct them, save in the 
most discreditable and contemptible manner, 
It was only when he accepted the Copper- 
head compliment of a nomination for Goyer- 
nor that he began to think of even partial 
denial of opinions which he had somewhat 
proudly proclaimed. And itisin this attempt 
that Justice Woopwarp has been so sadly 
worsted, Not only has he placed himse)f in 
a pillory in which all men may Inughat him, 
but he bas put the Copperhead party in the 
attitude of hopeless desperation, and almost 
hopeless self-defence.

The youthful student of mon and things 
can require no broader or better field for 
observation than that presented in the po- 
litical contest shortly to be decided in Penn.

motives with incalculable advantage. Seve- 
ral strange phases will awaken his surprise, 
but cbielly (which is nowhere more appa- 
rent than in Pennsylvania) THAT A VIOLENT 
EFFORT IS BEING MADE TO CONVERT THE 
oLp DEMOCRACY OF THE AMERICAN UNION 
INTO A PARTY OF FALSECONSERVATIEM. And 
still more anomalous, that this effort should 
be made in a time of war. And not only 
is it sought to make the Democracy a party 
of false conservatism. The struggle is to 
make it the embodiment of an Aristo¢rmey— 
not an Aristocracy of Intellect, of Industry, 
or of Enterprise, but an aristocracy of 
Wealth and of Slavery—of Wealth coined 
out of Slavery, and of Slavery established 
upon the foundation of infinite and inde- 
scribable human degradation. Is not this a 
monstrous mission for a party which began 
its career as the soldier and champion of the 
extremest progress ? Which, in fact, was so 
extreme as to shut out of its vocabulary the 
merest hint of the word Conservatism ? 
Which canonized the ultra Jefferson into its 
idol and its god? Which approved nothing 
that was not radical and thorough; making 
of Jackson a worship and an example, 
because he scored precedents and 
courts, and even Constitutions, if the wel- 
fare and salvation of his country required it? 
Which shouted back every cry for Liberty 
from every nation in the world? It was this 
element of the ‘fierce Democracie’’ that 
made it the favorite party of the American 
masses. And let me do it justice in another 
respect. If it rallied to strike down old 
wrongs and leaped over forms and law 
to reach every hated object to be op- 
posed and destroyed, it was always the 
first to enlighten and to educate the 
people, the first to advocate every great 
improvement, and the first to curb 
and to crush every party that stood 
in the way of the most thorough 
liberty, Even Democratic opposition to a 
protective tari’ had its root in hostility 
to slavery, or rather to restrictive laws.

It favored the repeal of the 
corrupt Castlereagh union between Eng- 
land and Ireland, and answered O'Connell 
in his eager demands for sympathy and sup- 
port. It favored Dorr’s revolution in 
Rhode Island, in yiolstion of the old 
charter of Charles I., to the infinite horror 
of such dilettanti reactionists as W. B. Reed 
and George M. Wharton, of Philadelphia ; 
and went so far as to endorse that revolution 
ina National Democratic Convention. Itop- 
posed the whole sumptuary policy, and threw 
its terrific force against the Maine Liquor law, 
frightening the sensibilities and the picties 
of the time. It resisted the Native Ame- 
icans in 1844, and went into honorable 
minority ten years later for its righteous 
‘antagonism to that short-lived concern called 
Know-nothingism, This is the record of 
the old Democratic party. Well may the 
youthful student of history ask, What has 
changed it? Why has it ceased to be the 
fearless and unquestioning dictator of po- 
licies and of creeds? Why does it hold 
back now? Has the olden fire died out? Is 
the Democracy sfraid of Reform—pale be- 
fore Progress—and tod weak to make pre- 
cedents when it fails to find any? Is the 
great party—that justified and joyed over 
Jackson when he defied Judge Hall before 
the batde of New Orleans—thst honored 
Buchanan, Soulé, and Mason, when, with- 
outlaw, local or general, national or initerpa- 
tional, only the lawiof ex necessitate, they pro- 
posed first to buy, and failing in this, to take 
Cuba from Spsin—is it stone dead? These 
are questions which the student of history, 
the young Democrat seeking for truth and 
Imowledge, will ask of his own heart and 
his own friends.

THE AFFAIR OF THE PEMBROKE—REPORT 
OF COMMANDER MoDOUGAL. 


Wasninatox, October 1, 1863, 

The following despatch haa been received hero : 
U.S. STRAM-BLOOY WYOMING, 
Yoronanay July 23, 1363. 

Sm: On the evening of the 10th, vows was re- 
ceived, through a Japanese eource, that an Amerl- 
ean steamer had been fired on by abark and a brig 
belonging to the Prince of Nagato, at the western 
outict of the inland ees, and that ehe had disappear. 
ed, and was supposed to be eunk, 
‘A mall from Shanghae the same evening brought 
authentle Information thnt the American steamer 
Pembroke, on her pnenge from this place to Shang- 
hao, through the Jniand sea, had been fred on by 
the above veescle, and had made her escape through 
the Bungo pasenge. 

On the 13th we left this place for the acene of out- 
rage, and arrived off the inuer entrance of the wee 
ern outlot of the inland aca on the morning of 
the 16th. 

‘On the tlde proving favorable wo proceeded in the 
Straits, and at the opening off the town of Simono- 
sak discovered a ateamer, brig, and bark-of-war at 
anchor, with tho Japancee colorant the peak, and 
the dag of the Prince at the fore. 

‘We stood for the vearcls, aud on approaching them 
were tired on as we got within range by mlx batte- 
ries, on diferent positions, mounting from two to 
four guna each, 

Paasing between the brig and bari, on the star 
bosrd alde, and the ateamer on the port, we reeelved 
sod returned their fire nt pletol shot. 

Rounding the bow of the eteamer, and getting In 
position, we maintained the action for about one 
dour. 

‘During the affair tho ateamer got underway, but 
two well-dsrected ehots exploded her boller 

‘The brig appeared to be eettling by the stern, and 
no doubt sunk. 

‘The amount of damage done the bark must have 
becn serious, and there must have been great deatruc- 
tion on shore, 

‘The straits oppoatto the city aro about three 
fourths of a mile wide, with strong currents, which 
made it very ditlicult to manwuyre tho ship proper- 
ly, a8 I bad no charts and my pilots were complete- 
ly parsly2ed, and I waa apprebenelve of getting 
ashore.

‘Wo were hulled eleven times, and with considerable 
dnmage to the smokestack and the rigging aloft, 
Which was attributed to our psselog within the 
range they were prepared for. I regret to state 
the lose of four Killed and seven wounded, one of 
whom has since died. Euclored is the eurgeon’s 
report. It stforda me much plessure to state that 
the conduet of the officers and crew was all that I 
could deelre. 

Lieutenant Barton, {o charge of the firet diyieton, 
males hoaorable mention of the éonduct of Actiog 
Master's Mato J. E, Sweeney; Peter Kivg, sentor 
captain of the forward plvot guna; Thomae Sad-

ceaman. I would also mention the cool conduct of 
Frank Wyatt, boatewaln’s mate, captain of the 
alter pivot gua, and Edward Jennoy, captain ot the 
top, and second eaptain of the after gun.

Oo Saturday, Col. Jobn T, Wilder, of this State, 
commauuler of ihe celebrated’ mounted infantey bri: 
kaie of the Army of the Cumberland, and one of the 
tbost prominent and succeashul of the subordinate 
oficers in the Iate battles in Georgia, paseed through 
this city, on hin rotura home to recruit hie health 
and strength, from » prostratiog Mlnege whlch would 
Fhave avut him to the Fear long ago, I the prospect of 
a battle had not been stronger than the divease, apd 
Kept him Up, He left Ohattanoogn last Wednesday 
morning, anu brings Ister, a8 well as more complete 
news of the battles on tho Chicksmauea than the 
public has seca. 

THE TRUE VERSION OF THE DATTLE, 

He nays that the report of the New York Herald's 
correspondent, telegraphed from Clnolanntl, 18 Ln 
corres nnd. cxaggernted; first, becnusb the co 
respondent did not know what disposition had been 
mage of portiont of the two corpa which he reports 
defeated and sosttered ; and necond, because be lett 
the fleld on Sunday evening, sod could aot possibly 
have learned the full result of the fight. Colonel

THE REVOLUTION IN ST. DOMINGO. 
THE CHINE OF BFANISH RULE,

The revolution nssumeé a more serious aspect 
every day. With the excoption of the seaport towan 
of St, Domingo City, Samanm, snd Puerto Plata, 
the whole country has rovolted. One thing te cer: 
tain, that St. Domingo 1s paseing through oac of 
thoeo criecs out of which it will emerge to new life 
or to helplers and hopeless decay. What le to be 
the end of the present convulaion wo aro not ablo 
to predict, Nelther ite remote por its immediate 
Teaults cao be insignitiesnt. From what we learn, 
the Spaniards scom confident that they will soon 
Suppress the rebellion; but they can fmagine such a 
termination to the pretent etrife far moro csaily 
than they can achieve it. We are informed that 
the Dominicans are commanded by able leaders ; that 
{hey aro generally well aupplied with arma aod aa- 
munition of good quality; that they have a cul. 
clent commlarariat; and, sotunted with tho utmout 
enthusiasm, are upanimoualy resolved to drive {rom 
thelr aoll every vestige of the presence of their op 
premors, It ig well mown that the phyalcal shi 
Fsoter of the feland Ss such that s amall force of na 
tives can essily dispute, and succesfully prevent, 
the paseage of Inrgo numbers of troope to the inte: 
slor; and we are told that the inourgents are in the 
beat of spirite, aud feel confident of much n result, 
Were we to dwell upon there hopeful symptome, 
snd to argue from promising beginnings to corre: 
sponding Seeuea, we may be warrsnted io cherlebing 
the bellef that the Domiutcans will succeed. Look: 
Ing at St. Domingo through the priem of hope rather 
than the telescope of fear, and {o the spirit of an en- 
lghtened philanthropy, we onn diecorn no obetacle in 
the progress of that island which good government 
ight not eseily obviate or removes why human in: 
dustry should cot revive, why {ta rivera should not 
be opened, Why commerce should not visit sll its 
harbors, and the world witners the glories of a re- 
generated Ind. 

‘We confess, however, that we do not expect such 
results from the prescut Government, If muy thing 
Were wanted to complete our contempt of the course 
parsued by the Spapieh authorities, we have it in 
their detectable conduct toward the colored people of 
Puerto Pinta, on many of whose peraons and pro 
pertles ‘the most fearful excesses and horrid bru- 
talities were committed by Spanish colitery.”? 
Hundreds of persons in no way couvested, as we are 
informed, with the Insurrection, have been obliged 
to abandon the Isnd of their birth aud love, and veck 
Arefuge in thin and other colonies; and we have 
Wwelkantheaticated accounts of many others who 
have fallen vietlme to, the unpitying rage of the 
Spsniah patrols that travereed the streets, com- 
tuitting the greatest excertes of spollation and 
bloodshed, 

The worst parsions of the human soul wore let 
tooge, and thoery war, b ood! blood ! blood | and not 
until tivo or three daya had elapsed did the ollicers 
iinkie any efforts to mitigate thes crucitics. De- 
fencelere women and children were driven’ from 
thelr dwellings, which beagme an enaler prey to the 
apotler ; and the boilles of thoee who had been mur 
Gered were thrown toto the publle streets, and base- 
ly Insulted after death. It 1s not knowa how many 
Were murdered, but the numbor ta by no meags in 
dgniticant, Such is the ruthless and eavage vac- 
dallam which civilized Spain had sent to St. Do- 
mingo. Hor eoliters would occupy no place In the 
memorlea of men, if they bad not sounded depths of 
wickedaees beyond the common axperience of mane 
Kind, ‘Thelr fame is the fame of infamy,

A few nya ago wo published the fact that the 
steamer Fox had been run aground by our gunboats 
snd burned, We have since received the full par- 
ticulara of her destruction, together with an nccount 
of the shelling of tho rebel works at (rants Pass, 
besr Mobile. It will be remembered that the Upited 
States steainer Tennessee chased the Fox to Ship 
Teland Pass, and being unable to follow her farther, 
turoed and pursued another blockade runner, whieh 
waa captured. 

Thin waa about 6 o'clock P. Nf., on tho 12th inst, 
st which time the United States steamer Geneseo 
Wns golog through Hora Irland Paes into Mieals- 
tlppi Sound. ‘Her offloera observed a steamer near 
the matwiaod otesming toward Pascagoula, and 
Captain Macomb, of the Gencace, immediately 
ordered the gunbonte Caltioun and Tnckson in chare, 
these two stenmera being of light draught. ‘The 
Genesco was aleo headed for Pascagoula, 

When near Pascagoula wharf, aud before the gun- 
boats could prevent ft, the steamer was fired Ske 
shells were fired from the Geneace and Jackson for 
the purpose of preventing eome rebel troopa on the 
beaoh from rescuing any part of her cargo. Tho 
steamer Was rup ayround bofore being tired, And 1ny 
only reventy-tive yarde from tho beach, and the 
name dlatance from the wharf, One boat waa scat 
from the Genesee, ond one from the Calhoun, to 
guard the wreck during the night, and were (ited 
upon by the rebels, buf without fojuring any one, 
‘The men in the Geneseo’s boat responded to the fire. 

At daylight Eneign Baxter, (a charge of the Geac- 
sce’a bost, went on shore, under a fing of truce, and 
ascertained that the deatroycd veseel waa the rebel 
steamer Panny, formerly our ateamer Fox, She 
came from Havana, with 4 valunble oargo of ngsort- 
cd merchandise. Not oven the private property of 
the crew waa caved. 

‘On Sunday morning, the 13th {nst., at nine 
the three gunboats were headed for Grant? 
near Mobile, aod at it o'clock A. AL, they were 
within two miler of the fort. Near tho fort was the 
rebel iron-clad gunboat Gaines, Long Tom Hunter 
commander, and a steam transport. The Genceco 
opened with Ler famous 100-pound Parrott, nod soon 
the rebel commander was compelled to retire be 
hind the fort to ssve bis veoacl. The Jacksoo 
‘opened with one St-pound Sawyer gun, nnd the Cale 
houn with a amailor riile plece, 

The shelling waa kept up until four o'clock P.

THE PROGLAMATION OF GEN, DOBLADU. 

Manuel Doblade, Governor of the State of Gus 
najuato, has addreased a prociamation to its fababi- 
tants, calling upon them to resist the Frenoh tyranny.

Jn reading over the speeches and resolu- 
tions of the leaders who support Justice

SENATOR WILSON ON THE DRAFT, 

The suthor of the Conscription Bill lately, dey 
liyered an important and el-quent epcech in Malne, 
from which we extract : 

Nover in the darkest hours of the country did 
the duty of ratelog forces for the public security presa 
upon Congress with more colemn enrnestueee, and 
Congress addresecd itself to the solution of the ques- 
tion with an earneat desire to meet the nueda ol the 
military xervice. Military men. of experience, of 
Tare Intelligence, were consulted and thelr ald in 
Yoked. Alter much doliveration the “act for 
carolling anil calliog out the, national: forcea,” 
Won reported, recelyed the éanctlon of Coh- 
grees, and Jo the law ofthe Tand, Thie nct eecures to 
the Goverment the physical power of the country, 
under clestls detined, uslfora aud equal laws, By 
dra(ting for three years, and placing thedrafted men 
in the old regimeata, power and economy wero Be- 
cured, and comfort, health and fe prometed. Ooe 
hucdred thousand men for three years equale four 
hundred thousand for oine monthe. Purtiog them 
io old veteran regiments adda st leaet three-fold to 
their power, and st Dalf tho expenre; and the pres 
sure upon tho productive Joduetry of the county, 
aod upon the people, 1s Immenaurably lessened. “By 

cing the dratted men 1n the old regiments that 
Fave learned bow to march, camp, cook, eleep, tight, 
hoslth waa zecured, aud life made eafe: 

‘Having cecured "in this act, ae compared with 
the old militia laws, uniformity, equality, fore 
ecobomy, comfort, health, and life; Having frame 
‘the nct 20 aa to bear as UshUy ss poseible upoa the 
industries and vocinl life of the people, Congress de- 
aired to relieve the toiling dependent’ poor aud to 
Taake natiousl soi State officials and the favored, 
Sod fortunate bear thelr ehare of the burdens of en- 
forced military service. By the nations! and State 
mallitis Java, Stato and national olficisls, members 
Of Congress, custom-house officers, portmasters, 
clerke, judges, ministers of the Gospel, and the fa 
Fored'nad fortunate, were exempted from mlll- 
tary duty. The national and State militia Ine 
diteriminated against the poor and ln favor of the 
Heh, This Jaw, #0 falsely and fiercely denounced, 
Glecrimioates against the rich and in fayor of 
the poor. Members of Coogress, cutom-house 
officers, postmantere avd their clerke, mloistera, na- 
tonal and State ollictale (excepting tho Vice Preat- 
dent), the Cabinet, Judges of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, ‘snd the Governors of the States, 
sro now corolled And munt fight, or get 9 substitute, 
or psy the commutation of $300, While thia law 
Tequires the (avored, the fortunate, the rich, to bear 
ite burdens, it tenderly spares the poor. Never wns 
fn military law eoacted in Americ, co careful of 
the dependent poor. In this world of inequality 
no legislation can Mit from the tolling mages tho 
burdens that too olten press too heavily upon 
them, bat thls Isw, oo bitterly ssaniled, secks 
torelleve the Inequalities of Ife. This'denounced 
corolment-act exempts of the peor the only eou 
of the widow depeodent on bie labor; the only 
ton of aged of julia parents cependent on hin 
Inbor; one of the tio or more eons of tuch 
parents; the only brother of orphan ebildrea bot 
Twelve yenra old dependent on bis labor; the fatber 
of motherlees children wader twelve yeara of age de- 
pendent on bia Inbor. Under these humane provi. 
Move, tent of thourands of the tolling, dependent 
poor are relieved from the burdens of enforced mill- 
Tory duty, Congrees whacly exempted, sean act of 
humanity, young men between eighteen aud twenty. 
Thousande of Immature young men have broken 
down uniler the eevere dutles vf the ceryice, and sank 
into the hospitels, or futo premature graves. Dlany 
of the young men of this tender age are fitted for the 

‘ond ouould enter tis service; Dut as» claen it 
Would hnve been crucl to have forced them into tho 
army, 60d Congress in this, a1 in other portions of 
the Inw, followed the promptings of humAaste.

can be. It hag not, it will not, {t cannot forse one 
msn into the service of the United Stater, Itia a 
provision of exemption, not of compulion. No

{t- It was made for the sole benefit of the poor, of 
the emall farmers, mecbapice, apd laboring men. ’ It 
scriminates in thelr favor, and willand must doo. 
‘The National and State lave required the kervilcs of 
the perion drafted or ao acceptable subatuate 
Thie law, ax orlainally drawo, required the eer 
vice of the peraon drafted or an acceptable eubett- 
Tute within ten dasa.

LETTER FROM THE BATTLEFIELD NEAR 
OHATTANOOGA, 
To the Eaor of The Preis: 

Sim: The following letter from the\well- known Rov, 
B, W. Chidiaw, ho is acting ana delegateoftheU. S. 
Obystinn Commission, among the wounded la tho 
Inte battle near Chattanooga, was recetved yeater- 
day, at tho oflico of the Commisaion, ta this city: 

7g, STEVENSON, Al, Sept, 26, 1569. 
Dear Brother Stuart: 

On the 244, with twelve others, I left Cinolnnat, 
ani reached Nashville on the ath, Woreached thin 
placo last night, haviog travelled 455 miles, Rev. 
Mit, Pataons, our excellent agent, ant Mr. Guthrie, 
wero overwhelmed with work, caring for the wound 
Gal passing on the ralleoad. Nearly 3,000 ht passed 
to Naabvito. 1 waa at once appointed, with the all 
of 4 men, detailed by General Morgan, to provide 
bread and coffee, and auch delienctes na wo had, with 
Dandager, lint, stimulants, ete, for the wounded, 
who: were arrlviog from the front. A large tent 
waa pltohed near the dépat for our stores; anda tire, 
with’ 15 camp-Kettlea for coffee, arranged. “Haviog 
made theze preparationn, and aeelgoed the men thelr 
duties, T lett for the field hospital, where I found 
1,600 nick, wounded, and convalescent, all ia teats, 
th n fine grove, and quite comfortable. About 500 
of them are wounded, mostly a the banda, arma 
bad head—most of them not very severely. | T nided 
in dreselog some; they wore wounded with bucks 


shot, and, in some casos, a ball, also. Tdiatributad 
what ntores I had with me, cordiala, soda crackers, 
eto, and sonie reading matter. We ent off 1,500 


prlsonora ; come, who Wore alck, I relloved, and they 
acemed very grateful. 1 preached in our chapel to 8 
full bouse, vory attentive. We cxpeot teu or tivolve 
wore delegates to-night, and wo ball advance to the 
front 'as goon se,porsible, Pray for me, and the 
Lord bless you, my dear brother.

INOIDENTS OF THE BATTLE IN GEORGIA. 

A correspondent of the Cloclanatt Commercial 
furnishes tho following interesting Inollenta' of the 
recent battles in Northern Georgia : 

“Our-army captured about 1,600 -prieoncra, and 
brought them to Chattanooga, marching them along 
with our retreating and disorganized forces on Sun- 
day afternoon. Longatreet’s men could ‘be cantly. 
Giatingulshed by their eoldterly bearing and exeel- 
lont clothing. AN of the prisoners, howover, were 
comfortably clad. 5 

General Reynolds had a onrrow eeespe fron tap- 
ture on Sunday afternoan, Ho wae surrounded by 
rebel infantry while rallylog some of his men, sod 
barely eucccedéd in eluding thom. 

“Few wagona were lost It waa fortunate that 
tho cnomy’s cavalry did bot attompt to haraes them 
during Sundays disorder, ‘Indeed, they took no 
part in the actlon, boing apparently Wisheartened by 
thelr many recent dofeate, 

“Probably not leas thaa two thoussod of our 
badly Wounded fell Into the hands of the enemy. 
Those who were slightly, wounded eavaped. The, 
ron from Chattavoogs to Bridgeport 
forty miles, was Hoed with tho slightly wounded, 
waliing to'the latter point to embark for Nashville. 
Detaile of surgeonn were made from our artay to re 
main with the wounded who fell into the enemy’a 
hande, 

“'Ttwas a fortunate olrcumstance for our army 
that the country in the rear of Sundsy’a tight te re 
mariably open, and nbounde In several good roads, 
all leading to Chattavooga, The enemy heldl but 
two of these Toads, and many of our stragglers ca- 
eaped by the remaining onea, Covoldering his 
schloyercat in crushing one of our wings, it fo Ln. 
deed etrange that the number of pritonera taken by 
bim doca not greatly exeeed the aumber secured by 

aclves. 
‘The trataa have all been moved to the north side 
of the river, nud, If torced to retreat, Kotcerant has 
ecyoral practlesble Ioes.”” 


THE TERRIBLE ACOIDENT AT NASHVILLE. 

‘the Nashville Dispalch of Wednesday gives the 
following particulare of the acoldent io the military 
pron In that elty on Tacaday:: 

The upper story was occupled by a large number 
of Confederate pritonere, who had jut beca called 
down to breakisst, when’ the huvgry fellows, ready, 
bod cager for thelr wntin mesl, siarted on thelr 
downward course. At the bottom of the firat fight 
stood 8 guard, eho detained then 6 momeat for eome 
hecesary preparation, when tho whole stalrway 
became Aled swith ita human frelght. 

‘Ap it was only a temporary structure, not In- 
tended to bear one-tenth the presvure it waa then 
subjected to, It gave way, and the men fell to the 
bext floor, Which slo gave way, and eo on through 
tio floors, come two hundred men hurling avd tum 
dling down and down, plied ono over the other on 
the second-atory, Under tho stairway. The sight 
wwas one of the inost appalling ever witneased, ex: 
cept on the battlefield, ong mag having his head 
mashed ag flat aa a board, othera fcightiully bruleed 
‘oll mutilated, and sll moro or lees injurcd, 

““ Torellgense of the acclvent was cuoveyed to the 
Provost Marahal General, Captain Goodwio, who, 
ith his usual promptness and geueroalty, repaired 
tothe spot. The officers acd men belonelog to the 
barracks are worthy of all praine for thelr prompt 
enerous, aud untiring zeal in alleviating the aufler- 
oye of the tojured. ‘The medical dircotors went sur 
conn, aud {uruished every aeaistatco possible under 
the clicumetances. Ambulances were coon oa ths 
apot to convey the Waunded to hospitals, and by,ton 
O'clock ail had been attended to.~ 
"The provost guard took possecplon of the streat_| 
in front of the barracks, and koptit ontirely clear 
for thoac employed in clearing the wreck aud re- 
moving the dead and wounded. Woe are informed 
that the men. wero ‘cautioned not to crowd s0 
closely on the stairway, but they heeded uot the ad- 
moaltion, and the following Je the melancholy ro- 
sull: Two men killed inatantly, four died within 
twenty mioutca, and pincty-two are. now In hoa 
pital, fifteen of whom: will probably die from the 
effects of their wounds. 


THE BREAD RIOT IN MOBILE. 
(ro the New Orleana Era of the 20th.) 

Oo Fridayy the 4th Inetant, the women of Mobile, 
rendered desperate by thelr eufferioga, met In Inrgo 
numbers on Spring Hill road, with baonera, on 
Which were printed such devicco ao “Brest or 
Blood,” on one side, sod "Bread and Peas” on the 
other, and, armed with knlver and bsteheta, marched 
Gown’ Dauphin atreet, brealting open stores in thelr 
progrers, abd taking Yor thelr use such articles of 
food or clotbing ns they were In urgent need of, Tt 
Was, Jn fact, A zost formidable riot, by # long-sulfer- 
Ing Snd desperate population, 

‘Gea, Maury, commanding at Mobile, ordered the 
12th Ainbanoe Htegiment ta put down the alatarbance 
by force of aime, The eoldiers refused to obay the 
order, eaying that they would, if they tool any 
hotlod, rather agsist those starving wivce, mothers, 
fisters, And daughters of men who hed bean forced 
to tight the battics of the rebellion. Upon the refu- 
pal of the 17th the Mobllo Ceeta were called upon. 
Now, the Cadete aro known far and wide as a fanoy 
military company, organized for the purpose of ho- 
Iiday sow and parade, which hre never yet ceen 
service In any Held, sod probsbly never will, But 
being made of oterhor stuf? than tho 17th, which fa 
probavly, largely mado up of mudallla, the Oadets 
Lndertool to force these poor, wretched women to 
retire peaceably to their homes. 

Quite ate scriinmage eaeyed, reoulting tn tbe 
repulee of * the gallant fellows,” who have figured 
fa the Mobile papers for ko waby yeare asoapable of 
wartlel decda, Tho Cadets were defestet wad 
taught to fig in their firat action, and themob ruled 
the hour. Mayor Slough snd the Provost Marebal 
now appeared, nnd tried thelr powers of persuasion. 
They promiscd the women that if thoy would dis- 

perae, they should have everything they required. 
io étrategy was more successful than open fore, 
and the rioters Went home‘ promise crammed,” 

‘Ta the ovening, however, the rlot broke out agala 
more tiorcely thao ever, but sa our Loformant lett 1a, 
the Loterval of qulct, we ennnot learo the result of 
the kecond attempt, “The population of Mobile very, 
naturally stroogly) sympathized with thee poor, 
starving women, aod many Incldenta ocurred 16 
show thle sentiment. Ooo ioetanco only we will 
mention: In coming down Dauphin stréet, two 
women'went {ato a Jew clothing atore, fa the per 
formnoce of thessork conpested with the mission. 
The "proprierocof the store forelbiy ected tho to- 
trudera, nod. throw them, violently down, ou the 
sidewalk. A policeman who happened to be vet 
thereupon eet upon the Jew and gave him @-zovere 
boating.

THE NERO OF “ BRADDOOK'S DEREAT.” 


Capt. Beaujeu was the French officer in 
command st Fort Duquesne at the time of 
the memorable repulse of the British and 
colonial forces under Gen. Braddock, in 
1755, This xction is memorable as being 
‘an important event in the early military his- 
tory of Washington, thén a young colonel 
and one of Gen. Braddock's aids. In this 
engagement le narrowly escaped with his 
life, having two horses shot under him, and 
three balls passing through his coat. ' The 
New York Mistorical Magazine gives the 
following account of the battle, as connected 
with the fortunes of Beaujeu: 

“When placed temporarily in Fort Du- 
quesne he sav that it could not stand a siege. 
Extrayagance aud corruption, such as we 
know too well, had made the fort a costly 
affair to the French king, without rendering 
ita formidable work to an English force. 
To await Braddock’s approach was there- 
fore madness, but Beaujeu, full of the pride 
of « French oflicer, resolved to attack the 
English genchil on the way, and if possible 
ambuscade the line of his march. From 
the influence which, durivg a long service 
on the frontiers, he had acquired oven the 
Indian tribes, he had little doubt of his abi 
ty to gather # considerable number around 
him for the attempt. On the Sth of June 
they had lenmued of Braddock’s departure 
from Wills’ Creek, and as the month ad- 
yanced small parties brought tidings of his 
approach. On the Sth of June the two bro- 
thers de Normauyille came in with the 
dings that the enemy were only eighteén 
miles off. 

‘While Braddock thus, almost at the end 
of his march, meeting no opposition, was 
doubtless congratulating himself ona blond- 
Jess victory und a successtul campaign, 
Beavjeu was forming his last plan for an at- 
tack on the invader, resolyed to die on the 
field rather tan surrender the fort, He now 
called the war chiefs to a council. ‘ Despite 
the influence wuich he had acquired by long 
years spent in service with them, he found 
them reluctant. The notes ot English pre- 
~paration, the reports of scouts and runners, 
the experience of « party sent out under La 
Perade, all had impressed the savage mind, 
What, Father,’ they eried, ‘would you kill 
andsacrifice us? The English are over 
four thousand strong, and we only eight 
hundred, and you talk of attacking them, 
You see well that you are mad. We must 
have till to-morrow to decide.’ 

“Thus desisted by his dusky allies, Bean- 
jeu, doubtless, passed a gloomy night, pre- 
pared to die ns became a Chevalier of St.

‘The Indians, who were at 
first startled by the cannon, at Iast, tired of 
musketry, selzed their tomahawks and 
rushed out on the English, who, already de- 
prived of many of their officers, and demo- 
ralized by the unwonted systemt of war, gave 
way in utter rout. Washington had in 
vain ondeavored to induce Braddock to 
adopt the backwoods style of fighting, and 
to him was due the safety of the remnant 
of the army, his Virginin troops alone re- 
maining cool and meeting the enemy as they 
had done in former struggles. The rout 
was ao massacre. Tho Indians cut down all, 
many perished in the river, over 4 thousand 
dead were strewn over the bloody field amid 
cannon, enissons, mortars, small arms, tents, 
wagons, cattle, ‘The plunder tempted the 
Indians from the pursuit, or the English 
could scarcely have borne from the field 
their dying gencral, ‘The French lost three 
officers killed in the action, Captain Beau- 
Jeu, Lieut. de Carqueville, and Ensign de Ja 
Perade, and hud several wounded. Their 
whole killed amounted to thirty, three-quar- 
ters of whom were Indians, the savages 
avenging their death by burning the few 
prisoners that fell into their hands ” 
AmuMIOAN OANALS.—Since the Introduction of 
raUlroads, canals have suck lo importavee, and la 
many cases have been abandoned, yet they have 
been of great zervico in developing the resources of 
our cauBit ospecially of the Weat, Tho firat groat 
cannl, and the one whieh has proved the most uectut, 
iethe Erlo and Hudson River Canal, built largely 
through the efforts of DeWitt Olintgn, sud opened 
in 1528, By this the whole lake region of the West 
could send its produce to the Eastern market at a 
comparatively cheap rate nud recelve In exchange.

dertul. Farmers torsook the barren lands of New 
England and migrated where the same Inbor would 
ii Kia manifold returo, and villages sprung up as 
if by magic aloog the canal, and on the lakes acd 
atreame from whloh It could ba reached. Soon other 
canale were conatructed, of which the prinofpal are 
the Pennsylvania aod Ohio, the Ohio River and 
Lakes, Miami, Indiana and Illinois Canals, all 
gang ‘a total of 1,724 miles, at a coat of $43,000,000, 
Many other cauals tributary to theschave been built, 
sod many for the transportation of coal, so that be 
fore the general ure of ratlronda, cauala were running 
through the moat Import sections of the Weat, and 
connecting them with the East, Before the Erle 
osnal was opened, transportation from Buffalo to 
New York was §100 a ton itis now {rom 33 to $7. 
Of late ratironds, with their greater speed, have 
taken much of the freight formerly carried on 
canals, acd the tendency is to a preference for this 
method of transportation. However great waa the 
ulility of canal formerly, thelr day has passcd. 
Coustructed mostly by State governments, the Erie 
fs nearly the only one that hae proved remunera- 
tive; and In gepéral they have been # bill of e: 
penec, The great canal of Pennsylvania was cold 
Fome tino since to rallrond company. At the re~ 
cont conveation at Ohlcago it was proposed to en- 
Isrge the Lilinois Canal, at an expense of $13,600 
000, sod tho Erle at a further cost of $3,500,000, 20 
that ships could pase to the ocean. Before the war 
euch & proposition would have been deemed vision- 
ary; yet, however queationable its expediency, It 
would not be 4 matter of surprise if the echeme suc 
ceeded.

AN ANTI-SLAVERY ENGLISHMAN'S EX- 
PERIENOE. 

Mr. Edqward Mathews, who once committed tho 
terrible ln of carrying & parcel of Mr, Becchor’s 
aotielavery tracta in his pocket, while making a 
yialt In the South, thus recalls the memory of his 
experiences through the columns of the London 
Detly News: 

In February, 1851, I visited Richmond, and, by 
jnvitation of the colored miolater, preached to the 
colored congregation, At tho clote, I fownd a mob 
of white people surrounding the chapel, who told 
me they had listened to my eermon, and had ar- 
Tanged to ruah In, and drsg me from the pulplt, 
had I uttered s worl on the slavery question: 
‘They were armed with clube, and many of 
then had concealed. their facee with thelr haud- 
Kersblefs, ‘They required me to leave that place 
jn fifteen minutes, under the penalty of belng 
tarred and feathered. This was for baving Jn my 
chet tome antialavery tracta, written by the Rev. 
NW. Becher. Tso days afterwards I paseed 
through the town, on my way to an appointment at 
Great Fill, and bad waiked sbout a wile boyoud it 
when four ot the Michmond citizens, mounted on 
horece, overtook me, and compelled ine to Ro with 
them, under peualty'of Instant desth, Lwent. We 
Geacebded to the bottom of a valloy—an outof the 
Wway place. ‘Taey bound my arms, and Jaquired 41 
Was an Abolitionlet. I atated that I was vot infavor 
Of the slaves fighting for Morty, but deaired by the 
reed and the pulpit-to change public sentiment, and 
Pring about legal emancipation. I was then bilad- 
folded, and n long diecussion was held in my hearing 
Whether I should be hung or aot. 

Finally, very greatly to my reilef, {t was deelded 
that T should be taken to & pond ear by, The 
bandage was removed from my eyes, I was taken to 
the pond, and my arms were unbound, I waa thrown 
In tive tlines to compel me to promise to leave Ken 
tucky and never returo, Aa I steadily refused to do 
£0, It was rerolved to flog me, I was bound to streo 
and again blindfolded. ‘Theo changing thelr minds, 
they resolved to try the water again. T was unboun 
from the tree, nod removed the bandage from my

Fearful of exetting Coraell if 
he entered his tent abruptiy, the man firet awakened 
him by ealliog him toltly by name; he then drew 
ne(de the curtsin and was in the act of stepplog in, 
When Cornell atruck him a blow with an axe, which 
cut bie nose aud forchead badly, and almost felled 
him tothe ground. Recovering in a moment, how- 
ever, he ran for hia life, and Cornell after him; but 
the Jatter stumbled over a rope and fell, and the 
accident enabled his victim to cecape. The mad. 
tian ran dowa Into the midst of the town, entered a 
crowded saloon, and began to lay about’him with 
ble axe, bestowing blows on aus that came in bis 
way. 

‘The frat cut a man's arm badly 5 the aeconil severed 
another's hand {rom the wrist; the third toilicted 
Wound upon s bystanders head; also smashed the 
chandelier, shrouding the saloon In total darkness 
ina moment.
